B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. So much of section four of the Constabulary (Ireland) 

Amendment Act, 1865, as limits to three hundred and twenty men 
the power to add to the constabulary force allotted to Belfast is 
hereby repealed. Provided that no increased charge upon any 
local rate shall be created by this Act. 

10 2. So much of section eight of the Constabulary (Ireland) 

Amendment Act, 1865, as limits to one hundred and fifty the 
number of men to be fixed for the discharge of the duties of a 
night watch in Belfast is hereby repealed, provided that no increased 
charge upon any local rate shall be created by this Act. 

15 3. This Act may be cited as the Constabulary (Ireland) Act, 

1897, and may be cited with the Constabulary (Ireland) Acts, 
1836 to 1885.
